WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. (4)-—Lead-

will operate to prevent such organiza- 


ing prices in this country. 


RECOUNTS HISTORY 
William A. Daugherty, American 


counted the recent history of Euro- 
pean chemical trades, and explained 
the construction of international 
mergers now on foot there. In spite 
of the agreements involving German, 
French, and English producers in the 
lchemica! trades, Commissioner Daugh- 
erty said, there is no spirit of hos- 
tility t. American industry expressed 
abroad, and there is a disposition to 
seek to extend the agreements to in- 
clude American producing elements. 

The French and German agree- 
ment over dyes and potash, Commis- 
sioner Daugherty said, represents “sa 
drift toward an economic .entente 
between the two bitterest enemies of 
the late war.” 

“They set the stage for other agree- 
ments with other countries,” he con- 
tinued. “There are many of these 
agreements already, though nothing 
much has been said or printed about

Witness Tells of Sale Made 
for Empire Trust 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. 
Groundwork for the. reappearance 
of Will H. Hays, former Postmaster- 
General and former chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, was 
laid today by the Senate Teapot 
Dome committee in tracing $75,000 of 
Liberty Bonds which were used in 
1923 to pay off part of the deficit 
of the Republican party organi- 
tion. 

Joseph F. McMahon, assistant cash- : 
ler of Potter & Co., New York bro- 
kers, testified that on November 30, 
1923, his firm sold for the Empire 
Trust Company of New York, 975. 
000 in Liberty Bonds for the first 
3 1-2 per cent issue and forwarded a 
check for $74,718.87 to T. Coleman Du 
Pont, chairman of the board of the 
Empire Trust. 

To complete the picture of this 
transaction, Senator Walsh of Mon- 
tana, the committee prosecutor, read 
into the record previous testimony 
that Harry F. Sinclair, a central fig- 
ure in the oi] scandal, had given $75,- 
000 to the Republican National Com- 
mittee; that Hays had taken that 
amount in Liberty Bonds to Du Pont 
t. pay off the remainder of a note 
of the committee held by the Em- 
pire Trust Company, end that Du 
Pont had sold them and used the 
proceeds to liquidate the political 
debt. 

Potter & Co., sold the bonds to C. 
F. Childs & Co. and through a repre- 
sentative of that company, James 
Bernieri, the committee checked the 
serial numbers of the $875,000 in 
bonds, $25,000 of which have been 
identified as bonds once held by the 
mysterious Continental Trading Com- 
pany of Canada.

The 1770 date on the tablet which 
commemorates the viewing by the 
first white men of the site that be- 
came Los Angeles was ordered 
chenged to 1769, but the 1847 date 
on the tablet portraying the Amer- 
ican occupation of Los Angeles was 
not changed to 1846. e two 
changes were suggested by the Presi- 
dents’ Association, of which Mrs. 
Charles F. Gray, former member of 
the commission, is president. 


RESEARCH MADE 


More thorough perusal of early rec- 
ords by Walter 8. Hertzog convinced 
the commission that the Portola ex- 
pedition of 1869 undoubtedly camped. 
as historians say, in what is now a 
par! of Los Angeles, commented upon 
the site as suitable for a mission, 
and bestowed the name Porciuncula 
upor the stream now known as Los 
Angeles River. Hertzog is a director 
of Americen historical research for 
Los Angeles public schools, and 
adviser to the commission in the 
matter. 

It was this event of coming upon a 
place that suggested itself as a good 
mission site and the naming of the 
river that Henry Lion, sculptor, 
translated into a symbolic “Finding- 
Naming Site,” with the date 1770, 
which was the time of the second 
Portola trip through these parts. 

As to the other questioned date, 
Hertzog recognized, he said, that 
the American occupation took place 
in 1846. as suggested by the Presi- 


| dents’ Association, but said that inas- 
much as an insurrection took place 
within a few, weeks, resulting in the 


Americans being ousted, he recom- 
mended 
one, because the reoccupation be- 
came the permanent occupation.

CLAIMS-COURT 
ACT HELD GOOD 


Many Cases Involving Small 
Amounts Affected 


Judge Shaw’s Ruling 


Appeal Right of Defendant 
Backed by Finding 

A large number of cases in the lo- 
cal courts will be affected by a ruling 
handed down by the State Supreme 
Court here yesterday to the effect 
that defendants have the right to ap- 
peal from judgments of the Small 
Claims Court, although plaintiffs are 
denied the same privilege. 

When the Enabling Act creating the 
Small Claims Courts was passed, it 
provided that defendants only should 
have the right of appeal to the Su- 
perior Courts, and that the plaintiffs 
must be bound by the action of the 
courts thus established. 


CASE APPEALED 


Holding that this provision of the 
law ie discriminatory, Superior Judge 
Shaw ruled that neither defendants 
nor plaintiffs have the right to ap- 
peal from Small Claims Court decis- 
ions, and since that time the local 
Superior Courts have been refusing to 
accept appeals. 

The Superior Wheeler Cake Corpora- 
tion appealed to the State Supreme 
Court and yesterday won a decision 
that the law as it was written is 
constitutional, and the Superior Court 
must hear the company's appeal. 
The opinion was written by Justice
